Tjhe German-American 
Alliance and the I . S. Brewers Association are practically sy n­ 
ony mous in their management. The b rewers have acknowledged 
in com t that a part of the b arrel tax was used in creating and 
financing Geinian-American Alliances. This money is used for 
German propaganda in the United States. On every b arrel of 
b eer sold in ( hicago, this tax is collected, to b e used against the 
United States, and to aid Germany .

In fact, it is a partn er— not a jun ior partn er— but a full 
partner. 
The full amount to be raised through the sale of War Sav ings 
Stamps eq uals the amount of the first Liberty Loan. 
The man who has 
bo ug ht Liberty Bonds is not thereby excused from aiding hi the War Sav ­ 
ing s campaign, an d the man, woman or child who has bought War Sav ings 
Stamps, and is continuing to buy them, is not thereby excused from pur­ 
chasing Liberty Bonds if he or she can, in any way, raise the money. 


The United States Gov ernment, in Its short, intensiv e bond driv e, wants 
the people to inv est whatev er money they can raise, from any source what­ 
ev er, their capital and accumulated sav ings, in the larger national securi 
ties. 
But throughout the year, the gov ernment also asks the people-—all 
the people— to sav e what they can, ev ery week, ev ery day and inv est the 
day by day sav ings in W ar Sav ings Stamps.

The supply of clothes and shoes is about exhausted in Belgium and 
occupied France, and the Belgian Relief Commission has appealed to the 
Red Cross to meet the need. 
In addition to clothes and shoes, blankets, 
flannels and cloth will he accepted. 


Those Americans who hav e used or surplus clothing in good condition 
are asked to take them to the Red Cross chapter in their community, where 
they will be assorted and packed for shipment. 
There is no limit set to 
the amoun t which will be receiv ed, but a minimum of 5,000 tons is de- 
•ired, for men, women and chidlren. 


All of the 570 chapters in the Central Div ision of the American Red 
Cross— Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa and Nebraska— hav e receiv ed 
instructions to collect old clothing durin g the special week, March 18 to 25 
The Central Div ision is asked to contribute 2,100 tons or more. 
Nearly ev erybody has some surplus clothing and closets and attics 
doubtless will yield an amazing amount in the en tire United States. 
Cer­ 
tainly, no gift will meet with a more appreciativ e reception by the desti- 
tutn Belgians and French than this donation of wearing apparel.
